to end-use monitoring of defense articles and defense serv-13

ices, for all items designated to be disbursed pursuant to 14

such a drawdown.

  10__. Prohibition on use of funds for drawdown of defense articles and services pending certification of compliance with end-use monitoring requirements None of the funds authorized to be appropriated or otherwise made available for the Department of Defense for fiscal year 2024 may be used for a drawdown of Department of Defense articles or defense services until the Secretary of Defense certifies, on a non-delegable basis, that the Department is in full compliance with section 40A of the Arms Export Control Act (22 U.S.C. 2785) relating to end-use monitoring of defense articles and defense services, for all items designated to be disbursed pursuant to such a drawdown.
